A meeting of the Delta Sigma So- 
ciety was held in th« Comon Room 
yesterday afternoon, with the preai- 
dent. Miss' Mawdaley, in lh« chair. 
The minutes of the former msetlns 
wore read and approved: the president 
then introduced Dr. MacMlllaa. who 
had kindly consmtad to address the 
Society on thla occasion. Miss 
Mawdsley expressed her regret that 
owlue to some mistake In the delivery 
of the Invitations many were absent, 
who would otherwise certainly have 
seised this, opportunity of hearing Dr. 
MacMlllaa. 

In opening, Dr .MacMlllan said tliat 
he had Just Intended to spoak on some- 
literary subject, but that |^e realized 
his voice was btfod sufflclcntly in 
those topics. "I have no lecture to 
give you," said Dr. MacMlllan, "but 1 
shall tell you a few bits ot personel 
obsorvutions." 

The armi.'îticu was signed on the 
14th or .Nov., bntialthough we expect- 
ed It, (ow of us were ready for the 
shock of peace. 

To the men on the line, the signins 
of the armlBtici' iuad6 little difference. 
In our billet, we sat In the mess, attd 
Hpcnt most' of our time cleaning our 
guns. It was Jufct like an ordinary 
day, where there is no firing going on. 
Then came the order for the Canadian 
corps to march to Uie lihlne, ^ut thlu 
was rescinded. 

The speaker said that fine batteries 
of heavy artillery were sent; among 
these one from Montreal and the 76th 
Siege Battenr of which Dr. MacMUlaii 
was lu command. 

.Mnns waa left in excellent condition, 
and then, the speaker said, >rhat he 
considered the hardest march of the 
war bogiin. The weather was Coltj 
«nd stormy, and although the original 
pian was two days mlurch two 
days rest, the {^erljjds of rest had to 
be lengthened continuaily. . The llnca 
wero torn up, and fè6d ^âs iëlifôé; 
that the m'en lived on strictly Iroii 
rations. There was no fodder for the 
horses; and they often had to go frotn 
early morning to late in the afternoon 
before being fed. The Belgians, of 
course, wero supposed to supply the 
troops hut they had little food them; 
selves. To wards. tho end^^Ej^i^nferch 
conditions improved, aMKMj Bl way 
lines from Ck)logne t«:^S|^me lo 
good condition, ™^P9^ 

The Belgians were very kind to the 
men, regarding them as their libera- 
tors, and the chlldren'espeelally show- 
cd their appreciation by offering to 
give up their rooms and beds. Dr. 
MacMlllan sold ho would nover forgot 
their visit to Brussels on the day of 
the return of the Belgian King and 
Queen. Mass was celebrated by Car- 
dinal Mercier, . and the speaker was 
greatly Impressed by the simplicity 
and kindness of the people. 

Just before reaching the frontier 
the 'men became somewhat uneasy 
over the frequent rumors, that there 
were sharpshooters In the district 
However, ihese jitories proved to be

The Germans all realized that they 
were beaten, and they had no hope for 
future prosperity. "Life was good 
before the war. It wUl never.be again," 
said a German family to Dr. MacMll- 
lan. '
